THE WAR SITUATION. 

The Boers are now showing uncom. 
mon activity west of Bloemfontein. 
They are in torce between Fourteer 
Streams and Kimberley. On Sun- 
day they occupied Windsorton, west 
of the railway, and now threaten to 
interrupt the communications of the 
British toree at Warrenton to the 
north. This, too, at a time when 
Gen. Hunter is about to start on a 
200-mile march to Mafeking, prob- 
ably with 5,000 men. 

To the east of Bloemfontein the 
Boers Sunday night were still hold. 
ing the hills near Thaba N'Cho, 
while behind them long waggon 
trains, loaded with wheat for the 
Boer army in the north, are moving 
through Ladybrand. 

The British captured one Boer 
convoy on Saturday, but its size is 
not mentioned in the despatch, 
which barely announces the fact. 

Wepener, lately the scene of in- 
cessant fighting, is deserted. Gen. 


Brabant and Col. Dalgetty having |.ced Boers 


moved northward. 

According to information from 
Mazeru the(main body of the Boers 
reached Leeyw Riyer, due west of 
Ladybrand, Sunday, small parties 
trailing behind at intervals of ten 
miles to protect the reas and whip 
up the herds. 

Slight outpost actions take 
place daily beyond Karee Siding, 
where the head of the British in- 
vasion is encamped, African horse 
sickness has broken out in General 
Buller’s army. It proves especially 
fatal among freshly-arriyed ani- 
mals. The Bloemfontein corespon- 
dents point out that the deficiencies 
in the veterinary department cause 
thousands of losses. 

Gen. Lucas Meyer, replying to 
Gen, Buller’s complaint that some of 
the British prisoners at Pretoria are 
lodged in the town jail, says that 
those are so treated who have tried, 
or who are suspected of trying, to 
escape. He reports, moreover, 
that Boer prisoners are confined in 
the town jail at Pietermaritzburg 
with natives. 


CANADIAN’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


During the course of General 
Alderson's advance on Leeuw Kop, the 
Canadians found themselves in a tight 
corner Sunday, April 22nd, near Donker- 
poort. The Ganadian Mounted Infan

tion, approached within 800 yards of 
a farm flying the hospital flag, under 
cover of which the Boers opened such 
a hot fire on the Canadians that they 
were unable to attempt to retire until 
another force of Canadians coyered 
their retreat by threatening the rear of 
the Boer position, 


CAPTURE QF LEBUW KOP, 


Leeuw Kop, April 28.—Gen. Stephen: 
son, having shelled a kopje command- 
ing Paardekraal, assaulted the position 
at dusk, and carried it. The enemy's 
loss, however, was insignificant, as in 
anticipation of our attack they had 
evacuated Leeuw Kop in the nicht, and 
General Pole-Carew occupied it.

GAVE THEM A LESSON,” 


Warrenton, April 25,—The Boers, 
having become emboldened, shelled the

guns on the river bank, under cover of 
darkness, within 1,000 yards of the 
Boer trenchee across the river, and at 
daybreak opened a heavy bombardment 
with shrapnel and lyddite. The Boers 
were taken completely by surprise, but 
they replied with five guns, and a heayy 
rifle fire was opened at the same time. 
The duel continued many hours, the 
Boers finally evacuating the posi- 
tion with, it is believed, considerable 
loss. There were no casualities on the 
British side. eo 


SUCCESSFUL MOVEMENTS.

DISINFECT SEWERS. 

This’ is a good time to disinfect 
sewers and cesepoola. Do thie by pour- 
ing a pall of balling water in which 
about five cents’ worth of copperas 
is diseolved down the cesspools and 
the same amount down the general 
sewer of the house. If there la any 
sign that the waste pipe af the kiteh- 
en sink is partly filled with grease, 
wash it out with a boiling solution of 


ea! ewia, and water, and serab out 
the edges af the sink with an old 
sink whisk dipped in the same mix- 
tire. Repeat the dixinfecting solution 
of copperas at least three times dur- 
ing the spring. 

Whitewash i one of the teat die 
infectants we have. Apply it to the 
walls of the cellar and to various out- 
buildings around the premises 
following whitéwash is especially de- 
sitable for outdoor work: 

Take half a bushel of nice unslak- 
ied lime. Slake it with boiling wa- 
ter, covering it daring the process to 
keep in the steam. Strain the fiquid 
through a fine sieve or strainer and 
add to it a peck of salt previously 
dissolved in warm water, three pounds 
of ground rice boiled to « thin paste, 
half a pound of clean glue, which has 
been previously dissolved by soaking 
it well in warm water, and then put- 
ting it over the fire in a double glue 
pot. Add five gallons of hot water 
to the mixture given. Stir it well and 
let it stand covered for a few daya. 
It should be applied hot, and for this 
purpose it cam kept on a portable 
furnace. It. fe sald one pint of this 
mixture will cover aaequare yard

They must be kept warm and dry in 


cold weather and comfortable at all 
times. in winter this means good 
quarters and plenty of bedding. Where 
much milk or other liquid food is giv- 
@#h, it will be astonishing to see how 
soon the bedding will. become saturat- 
ed and require additions or change. 
This will require a large amount of 
material for the purpose, and it may 
seem to some that the manure thus 
made, containing so much of strawy 
material, would not be very valuable 
as a fertilizer, but experience proves 
that it is. The rations of the pigs 
should contain a proper amount of 
grain in addition to the skimmilk if 
suitable growth and maturity are ex- 
pected. Consequently thie adds to 
the valine of the manure made. 

A common practice is to allow 
swine to work over the horse manure 
Rightly managed, although it may 
contain much atraw or coarse material 
used for bedding, it will become thor- 
oughly worked over and come out the 
beat of fertilizers. But there should 
be enough of this material to keep the 
pies busy and still not became too 
wet or muddy.

STOO RRA AT HOUTNER., 


Lord Roberts’ despatch from Bloem- 
fontein, May 2nd, says: General 
Hami!ton met with consiaerable success 
yesterday, and drove the enemy out of 
the strong position they had taken up 
at Houtnek, with comparatively small 
loss to us. The Boers dispersed in 
several directions, leaving 26 prisoners 
in our bands, including one Command- 
ant and sixteen other wounded men 
General Hamilton ix now in camp at 
Jacobsrust. As the men needed rest 
after fighting seven out of the last ten 
days, | ondered them to halt for to-day, 
General adwood's brigade of cavalry 
arrived upan the scene in time to afford 
valuable assistance by threatening the 
enemy’srear. The enemy admit haying 
twelye killed and forty wounded, 
Among the former was Lieut. Gunther, 
a German officer, and two Frenchmen, 
and amongst the latver was Maximoff, 
the Russian commander of the Foreign 

ion. 


AN BXAMPLE OF BORR CRUELTY. 


A special from Farosfontein, May 
Srd, says: As we were leaying Donker- 
poort yesterday an out-lying picket of 
ten men of the Cape Rifles was sur- 
rounded and attacked by the Boers. 
Four men escaped. Trooper Smythe 
reporte that he was wounded, but 
fought till the enemy disarmed him and 
then told him to go away. After he 
had gone a short. distance a dastardly 
brate fired, wounding him in the head. 
shoulder and leg. Vhen he pretended 
to be dead the Boers approached, exam- 
ined him, kicking him brutally mean- 
while, and finally leaving him for dead. 
During the night pen Po crept away 
and this morning was found near Cale- 
don by the men of the Queenstown vol- 
unteers, and sent to the hospital at 
Mafeteng. It is assuméa that the re- 
mainder of the party were similarly 
treated, as they are still missing. This 
outrage has created intense feeling 
aniong the men of the colonial division, 
the more so as doctors were despatched 
to-day to the neglected Boers at the 
hospital near here, and the contrast in 
the treatment exagperatos the men.

The “Gelden Stool” Figares te the Preaent 
Uprising of the Natives. 

The British are now sending «few 
hundred troops from the coast to 
Cumasei, the old capital of Ashanti, 
to punish the natives there who have 
taken up arms against their white 
rulers, killed and wounded a number 
of the British ‘police and prevented 
the missionaries and other whites 
from leaving the town. An official re- 
port received at the coast says the 
uprising is due to the efforts of the 
British to obtain possession of the 

| golden stool of Ashanti. At the time 

King Prempeh surrendered to the 
British expedition which defeated hjm 
four years ago, it was asserted that 
the King had buried the golden stool 
with thousands of dollars’ worth of 
other valuable property, hoping that 
some time he might be able to regain 
these treasures and use them to his 
own advantage. 

The golden stool waa the Asbanti 
substitute for « throne, and it was 
reputed to be made far the most part 
of gold. It.was « large article of fur- 
niture and ‘was perhaps worth same 
thousands of dollars. The British have

There ia nothing ofthe mushroom 
growth about the town of Woolwich.

THE WAR SITUATION. 


LORD ROBERTS’ DESPATCHES. 


Smaldeel, May 8th.—Gen. Hutton, 
with mounted intantry, reconnoitred 
yesterday to the Zand River, and found 
the enemy in considerable force. Gen- 
eral Broadwood's brigade of cavairy, 
with General Ian Hamilton's force, 
performed the same operation, with 
much the same result. General Hunter 
reports that he occupied Fourteen 
Streams yesterday without opposition, 
owing in a great measure tothe able 
dispositions made by General Paget on 
the left bank of the Veal River at War- 
renton, where his artillery fire ren- 
dered the enemy's position practically 
untenable. A six-inch gun was found 
most useful. When the 6th and half 
of the 2th brigades of infantry 
adyancd under cover of the artillery 
the enemy retired precipitately, aban- 
doning their clothing, ammunition and 
personal effects, 

[The Zand River is between 25 and 30 
miles south of Kroonstad, the enemy's 
strongest position inthe Free State. 
Fourteen Streams is between 40 and 50 
miles north of Kimberley. | 

Welgelegen, May 9th.— Pole-Carew's 
and ucker’s divisions, Hamilton's 
column of heavy naval and Royal Gar- 
rison Artillery guns and four brigades 
of cavalry marched here today, The 
enemy hold the opposite bank of the 

and River. Their strength will be 
ascertained to-morrow, when I ho 
to be able to force a passage of the 
river, 

Cable Cart Headquarters at the 
Front, Mav 10 :—We are now across 
the Zand Riyer. The euemy are in 
full retreat. They occupied a position 
2y miles in length. Ours was necessar- 
ily longer. With the widely-scattered 
force it will take some time to learn the 
casualties, but lam hopeful we haye 
not suffered much. The cayalry and 
horse artillery are pursuing the Boers 
by three different roads. 

Riet Spruit, May 10.—We have had a 
successful day, and have driven the 
enemy from point to point. French, 
with Porter's and Dickson's brigades of 
cavalyy, and Hutton'’s mounted infan- 
try, crossed the Zand at Vermenter’s 
Kraal, and then worked round in a 
northeasterly direction to Maatschapy, 
being opposed continuously by the 
ole-Carew's division and 
Gordon’s cayalry brigade, augmented 
by J Battery of the Royal Horse Artil- 
lery, and by Henry’s and Rose's 
mounted infantry, crossed the river by 
a drift near the railway bridge. ond

THE ZARD RIVER FIGHT. 


Riet Sprui, May 10.—The enemy held 
an impossible position, partially cover- 
ing the Zand River, General Tucker 
shelled them out of their main position, 
while General Pole-Carew and the 
cayalry ‘turned their flank. The enem 
fell back along the Ventersburg road, 
with a strong rearguard. The 8th 
Mounted Infantry gallantly pursued 
them, but were checked antil reinforced. 
On the part of the Boers it was a cover- 
ing action threug@hoht. 


BOERS ARE DISSATISFIED. 


London, May 11.—The Standard pub- 
lishes the following, dated May 9, from 
Welgelegen: The engagement on the 
Vet River caused the Boers to be dis- 
satisfied with their leaders. I learn 
from Pretoria that the Boers intend to 
retire ultimately to Lydenburg, leaving 
to the foreign mercenaries the task of 
defending Johannesburg and Pretoria. 
The foreign mercenaries are now adyo- 
cating the sending out of guerilla 
parties from 800 to 400 strong. rather 
than a persistance in operations on a 
large scale , but the Boers are not dash- 
ing enough for that kind of work. 


LORD ROBERTS’ ENTRY INTO KROONSTAD. 
The London Times had the mpg joe 
special dated Kroonstad, May 12: Lor 
Roberts’ official entry was an impressive 
cermony. The Field Marshal and his 


staff rode in at the head of Gen. Pole 


Carew’s division, and took their stand 
at the market sauare, where the whole 
of the infantry and artillery filed past. 
As Lord Roberts took his position a 
Union Jack was floated over the Court 
House. The assembled crowd cheered 
yociferously. 

The Guards, swinging past to the 
accompaniment of drums and_ fifes, 
seemed yastly proud of this fulfilment 
of Lord Roberts’ promise to march at 
their head into the next capital occu- 
pied. From the moment the entry was 
made the burghers began surrendering 
their weopons. Many of the Boers are 
are hiding in the spruits ready to come 
in as soon as they ane sure of safety.

te to cut the line north, and the Boers 
n their flight were able to remove all 
the rolling stock.

BULLER SCORES IN NATAL. 


A despatch received by the Associated 
Press trom Pietermaritzbure, Natal, 
dated Monday noon brings the first 
intimation of success attained by Gen. 
Buller in northern Natal, [It says Gen. 
Buller’s official telgram, notifying his 
success at the Biggarsberg, receiv 
here an hour ago, has given keen satis- 
faction. It is confidently anticipated 
that Dundee will be occupied by the 
British today. 

Another message from Stone Hill 
Farm, Natal, of the same date, says: 
Gen. Buller’s advance commenced 
‘hursday, when he left Ladysmith in 
strength. When within two miles of 
Helpmaakar the Boers opened a heavy 
artillery fire, and the British guns 
replied, while a portion of Buller’s 
troops worked round the Boer flanks. 
The British attack wae pressed home 
Sunday. Bethune, on the right, out- 
flanked the Boers, whose splendid 
defensive positions on the Biggareberg 
were practically taken. General 
Buller’s march, su vent 
attack, was carried out without a hitch.

We know that milk ia made from 
the food the cow eats, and that the 
food ix first converted into bieod; af- 
ter that the procees it andergoes is, 
we yet, largely a mystery. 

There are two general theories ad- 
WYanced—the metamorphic and the 
transudation. The advocates of the 
firet claim thai, the cellular tissue of 


the udder ie built up and then broken 


This 
theory cannot be accepied as the obly 
source of milk production, for it 
would be hardly possible for a cow 
giving from sixty to eighty pounds of

If thie be true, then we'would ex- 
geet to find in the blood the same 
Properties, to a large extent, as are 
in milk.

Roberts later supplied an important 
detail in the plan of relief, and nar. 
| pated a stirring story of gallantry 
land l¢adership, which justfied the 
immediate protietion of Colonel 
Baden-Powell to the rank of Major. 
General. Colonel Mahon, march- 
ing with a torce of 2,300 strong, was 
j;under orders to join Colonel 
Plumer’s column. He was followed 
on Mav 15 from Maritsani (about 
forty of Mafeking) by a Boer com- 
mando, and severely attacked in 
the bush, his casualties being thirty. 
He joined Colonel Plumer on Tues- 
day, the 15th, according to a pre- 
arranged plan, and entered Mafe- 
king on Friday, the 18th. 


A singular feature of the relief 


movement was the frankness of 
Lord Roberts in announcing, long 
in advance. the date when Mafe. 
king would be relieved. He kept 
his promise, but concealed his meth- 
ods, and succeeded in confusing 
and puzzling the Boers. Colonel 
Mahon’s light mobile column 
started with a few waggons, and 
Colonel Plamer met it with supplies 
and reinforcement of probably 600 
mounted men. The combined force 
was enabled to enter Mafeking§ vir- 
tullay unopposed. The town was 
probably relieved on Thursday, 
but Ov'onel Mahon entered it the 
follow Sy day. 
THE RELIEF COLUMNS ADVANOR. 


Details of Colone! Mahon’s march to 
the relief of Mafeking were published in 
Monday's London daily papers. The 
column set out on May 4th from Barkly 


West. and covered twenty-five miles: 


daily, although it had twenty waggons 
to move and protect. On the 7th 
Taungs was occupied, while a day or 
two later a detour to-:the west was 
made to avoid a Boer force near Pudi- 
| moe Siding. Vryburg was reached on 
the 10th, and then the force had an 
exciting race with the Boer comman- 
dos to Koodoosrand, which is about 
eight miles west of Kraaipan, and thir- 
ty miles southwest of Mafeking. The 
burghers were unable to stop Colonel 
Mahon at Koodoosrand.

ourself Prejudices of the English. She said/ recipe: To pickle SOlbs of beef, put 


2 gals cold water in.a kettle, add 4 
ibs salt, 11-2 Ibs sugar and 1 oz ealt- 
peter. Let boll 10 minutes, skim well, 
take from the fire and eet aside until 
cold. Put the pleces of beef in a tub 
or amall meat cask and cover with 
brine, weight the meat under, cover 
the top and set in a cool, dark place. 


The 
best cuts for corning are the brisket 
and pleces adjacent to the backbone, 
though riba and any refuse bones can 
be corned.

Many make the mistake of putting it 
into cold water. They take it from 
the brine, just wash it, and being in 
haste,.pour cold water over it first 
and keep it boiling wnotil it fairly 
grows hard instead of tender.

KOBERTS AT KLIP RIVER 

|. The war office has published the fol-

jlowing despatch from Lord Roberta

The Klip river runs eastward from 
the main Bloemfontein to Pretoria rail- 
way line. It cuts the railway running 
from Pretoria to Laing’s Nek via Jo- 
hannesbure and Heidelberg at a 
tee close to the latter town. Two 
days ago a Pretoria despatch stated 
that communication with Heidelberg 
had been cut, presamably by the Brit- 
ish. This report was probably correct. 
In any event the British now contro! 
the Pretoria-Laing’s Nek. Railway. 
The Boers facing General Buller are 
thus deprived of railway communica- 
tion with the Transvaal capital, If 
they are compelled by force or through 
fear of being completely isolated to 
abandon the Laing’s Nek position, they 
must trek across country with slow- 
moving baggage trains and heayy 
artillery. Even then they could not 
reach Pretoria except by a tremendous 
detour tothe orth, thence west and 
south to the nsyaal capital, where 
they would probably find Lora Roberts 
awaiting them. 


KRUGER NOW A DOUBTER. 


While Lord Roberts’ 80,000 infantry, 
20,000 horse and 150 guns are moving 
on Johannesburg and Pretoria, through 
a parched and deserted country, the 
situation at the Transvaal capital as it 
was last Friday is thus described by an 
obseryer, who sent his message by 

riyate hand to Lorenzo Marquez on 

turday : ‘‘ The situation from a mili- 
tary and practical point of view, has 
become very critical. President Kruger 
yesterday admitted, for the first time, 
that matters are very grave. The Boer 
determination is to trust everything to 
a last stand on the Gatsrand Moun- 
tains, to the north of Potchefstroom, 
where 38,000 Kaffirs are digging 
trenches. To that point every avail- 
able man and gun have been sent. 
The whole of the western border of the 
Transyaal, from end to end, is defence- 
less, and General Baden-Powell can 
march in when he likes. Lord Roberts, 
on the otuer hand, will encounter the 
greatest resistance. The Boer endeayor 
is to lure the British into appearing to 
threaten Johannesburg with attack, an 
excus¢ thus being given them for the 
destruction of property.. The Trans- 
yaal government will not dare destroy 
the mines or property without an 
excuse. Much dynamite has been sent 
down the line, and 160,000 cases lie 
ready at Zuurfontein, near Johannes- 
burg. General Botha and General 
Lucas Meyer haye pleaded for the pres- 
ervation of property. Both are large 
landed proprietors, and fear confisca- 
tion, but they haye not received satis- 
factory replies from President Kruger,” 


ROBERTS AT RHENOSTER RIVER. 


Lord Roberts sent the role ing des- 
ittch from the south bank of the 

henoster river, May 28: ‘' We found 
on arrival this morning that the enemy 
had fled during the night. They ocou- 
ws & strong position on the north 
ank of the river, which had been care- 
fully entrenched, but they did not 
think it advisable to defend it when 
they heard that Ian Hamilton’s force 
was at Heilbron, and that our cavalry, 
which had crossed the Rhenoster some 
miles lower down the stream, were 
threatening their right and rear. Ian 
Hamilton's force drove the Boers under 
Piet De Wet before them from Lindley 
to Heilbron. Tie passage of the Rhen- 
oster was stoutly disputed. Our loss 
might have been heavy but for a well- 
concerted plan which brought Smith- 
Dorrien's brigade on the enemy's tlank 
just at the right moment. The officer 
in command at Boshof reports that 
upwards of 350 Free Staters have sur- 
rendered during the past few days and | 
that they have given up 360 rifles. 100 | 
horses and a large amount of ammu-| 
nition. Gen. Smith-Dorrien’s brigade! 
includes the Roya! Canadian Kegiment. | 

CANADIANS IN THL:, 


A force under General Warren, con-| 
sisting of mountel infantry, Imperial | 
Yeomanry and two guns of the Can- 
adian artillary, left Rool Pan, Cape 
Colony, on the night of May 29, and! 
marched in two columns. under Cols. | 
Hughes and Spence. Nothing was 
seen of the Boers until the British 
were within two miles of Douglas, 
whena few shells from the Canadian 
artillery sent the burghers in full 
retreat towards Douglas. Colonel 
Hughee’column advanced in skirmish- | 
ing order, and after a lengthy | 

exchange of shots, the Beers fled, leay- 

ing their laager and a quantity of 
storesand ammunition. Again, on the 
} 22nd, three hundred Boers opened a 
| hot fire on a Getachment of Yoemanry, 
and the Canadian artillery repeated 
their excellent practice and complelled | 
the enemy to retire. 
ROBERTS AT VERBENIGING. 

The war office received the following 
from Lord Roberts, dated at Veereanig- 
ing, Sunday, May 27—‘' We crossed t 
Vaal this morning and are now 
encamped on the north bank. The 
advance troops, which crossed yester- 
day, were only just in time to save the 

mines on both this and the other 
side of the river from being destroyed.

That Elchipee, 


The partial eclipse of the sun of 
Monday morning was seen here under 
favorable circumstance by many 


interested observers, The weather, con- 
ditions were all that could be desired 
for the observation of this interesting 
ovent and smoked glass was greatly in 
evidence. The ecli began at about 
eight minutes to eight o'clock and lasted 
until about 10:17, about two hours 
and a-half altogether. More than four. 
fifths of the sun's surface was hidden 
atthe time of greatest obscuration 
According to history of astronomical 
observations in Ontario there has been 
only one eclipse of greater magnitude 
in 1869, when nearly nine-tenths of the 
sun’s surface was hidden. The 
infuence of the moon was quite 
apparent. For the time during which 
contact was greatest, the licht of the 
light of the sun was perceptibly 
weakened.

The Union Jack. 

An English publication gives the 
following explanation of the ** Union 
Jack ”: * The original flag of England 
was the banner of St, George— white 
with a red cross—which, April 12th. 
1605 (three years after James LV. of 
Seotiand assumed the crown of Eng- 
land as James I). was vincorporated 
with the banner of Scotland—blue with 
a white diagonal cross. This combina- 
tion obtained the name of the ‘union 
jack in allusion to the union with 

tland, and the word jack may be 
considered a corruption of the word 
Jacques” or James. This arrange- 
ment continued until the union with 
Ireland, Jan. ist, 1801, when the banner 
of St. Patrick—white, with a diagona! 
red cross, was thue amalgamated with
